Waenrneton, Jan. 18, 1876. 

The committee appointed by the Chi- 
cago conventioa is expected here sh-rtly’ 
to urge upon congress the adoption of. 
the report of the. senate select commit- 
tee on transportatioa routes t> the sea- 
board, submitted to the last congress. 
This committee recommended tne fol- 
lowing, as the most feasible and advan- | 
tagecus channels of commerce: 

1. The Mississippi river. “ 

2. A continuous water line of adequate 
capacity from ths Mississfppftiver to the 
city of New York, via the northern 
lakes. 

3. A route adeqaate to the wants of 
commerce through the centre tier of 
states yia the Ohio and Kanawha rivers 
to a point in West Virginia, and thence 
by canal and slack water, or bya freight 
railway to the tide water in Virginia. 

4. A route from the Mississippi river 
via tre Ohio and Tennessee rivers to a 
point in Alabama or Tennessee. and 
thence by a canal and slack water. or by 
a freight railway tothe ocean. 

These routes are known as the Missis.ip- 
pi route, the northern route, the ceniral 
route, and the southern route. The two 
first need uo further description. The 
central route is the James river and 
Kanawha canal, and the southern route 
the Atlantic and Great Western canal. 
Phese recommendations of the commit- 
tee, 1b may be said, are substantially 
those urged by Col. Frobel, when, at 
their request, he appeared before them. 
The arguments now usedin behalf of 
this gigantic system of intcroal improve- 
meats are that its adoption would restore 
commerce, and 80 stop specie shipments, 
aad that this would enable us to resume 
in eightcen months, with our present 
production of gold. Then, the money 
expenced by the government in these 
improvements would revive business, and 
would aid the people in sections where 
aid is most reedcd. The most formida- 
ble obstacle the friends of this movement 
have to contend with, is the vote on Hol- 
man’s resolution, which though a bit of 
demagoguery will no doubt trammel the 
vote; Of many who would otherwise be 
the earnest supporters of a well devised 
plan for internal improvements. The 
entire Georgia delegation, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Stephens, who is detained 
at home by illness, is recorded as voting 
for the Holman resolution. It 1s difficult 
to see how any member who voted for 
that resolution can vote for the centenni- 
al subsidy. If tuey do so they will stul- 
tify themselvcs. And is it not a peculiar 
economy which proposes tu make no ap- 
propriations for the improvement of rivers 
und harbors, but givesa millionand a 
half dollars to a Philadelphia ring? 

THE BREMERHAVEN FIEND.

THE UNITED 8TATES TO THE STATE OF 
GEORGIA, DEBTOR. 

The following fizures, from cflicia) 
sources, are interesting and iastructive. 
From the adoption of the constitution to 
June 30th, 1873, there has been expend- 
ed on the harbors of the United States, 
$51,252,040. Of this amount, Georgia 
has received $321,023. 

For the improvement of rivers during 
the same period, $11,438,300 have been 
expended, of which Georgia received 
not one dollar. The appropriations for 
Georgia rivers since 1873, are about 
$30,000. 

Siace 1850 $185,604,237 have been 
given to states and corporations for in- 
ternal improvemens—railways and canals 
—of which Georgia’s share has been 0 

Yet Georgia has fared about as well as 
the other states of the south; for while 
the northern and northwestern states 
have received of the public funds the 
enormous sum of one hundred and sev- 
enty-five millions of dollars for works 
of internal improvement, the south and 
southwestern states have received less 
than niueteen millions.

we dispatched a reporter to interview the 
president of the road on the subjec', 
which resulted as follows. 

REPORTER—Gov. Brown, I have called 
to inquire whether your company feels 
uneasiness about the resolution 
introduced in the legislature by Dr. Ba- 
ker, to appoint a committee to inquire 
into your conduct, uader the 11th sec- 
tion of the lease act, and to report 
whether ycu have not forfeited the lease. 

Gov. BrowN—our company does not 
feel the slightest uneasiness on that sub- 
ject. In the first place, we are conscious 
of the fact, that we have been guilty of 
no violation of the 11th section, or of 
apy other section of the lease act. I 
have all the time instructed our general 
freight agents in making up their sched- 
ules of Jocal rates, to be sure to keep the 
average as low, or lower than the other 
three roads mentioned in the eleventh 
section. 

But if we had, either by mistake or 
design, charged a higher rate of local 
freight, than the average on said three 
road3, this is no cause of forfeiture of 
our charter. The lease act itself pre- 
scribeg the cause and the only one which 
shall work a forfeiture of our charter, 
and that is a failure to pay the rental due 
at the end of any moath, for as much es 
twenty days after it is due. The act 
declares that this shall amount to a for- 
feiture of the charter, and there is no 
other cause declared to be a forfeiture. 
And the legal rule well understood by 
all lawyers, applies there, that the ex- 
pression of one cause of forfeture in 
the uct itself, is the exclusion of all 
others not expressed, or as the legal 
mexim has it, as expressed in the Latin 
phrase,” expressio unius est exclsio alte- 
rious.” 

ReEPoRTER—Is there any special rea- 
son in the case of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad company, why its char- 
ter should not be forfeited, as the charter 
of any other company would? 

Gov. Brown— Yes, it stands upon a 
different footing. It is true that each and 
every charter granted by the legislature, 
is, in one eense Of the word, a contract, 
ours has all the force ofa charter 
contract, andis also aconiract in the 
stronger sense, that we leased the prop- 
erty of the state for a certain period of 
years, for which we pay twenty five thou- 
sand dollars per month. The payment 
of this money is the proper object of the 
contract, so tar as the state is concerned; 
and we meet our obligation to the state, 
when thatis done has no right to an- 
nul our charter, as long as we do it. 
There are other obligatiors to the public 
contained in the lease act, which we are 
bound to respect and carry out, or we 
subject ourselves to actions for damage 
for the violation. 

Rerorter—Then you think your 
company does not forfeit its chaiter, by 
failing to carry outall the provisions of 
the law thut applied to railroad compa- 
nies? 

Gov. BrownN—Neither our company 
nor any oiher railroad company in Geor- 
gia forfeits its charter by failing to carry 
out all the provisions of the , Bes that 
relate to railroad companies, A corpo- 
ration is an artificial person, and has 
rightsin court just as any other person; 
and the forfeiture of a charter amounts 
tothe death of this artificial person. 
And it is not every violation of the law 
that forfeits the lite of an artificial per- 
son any more than every violation of 
law prcfits the life of a natu-al person. 

There are a great many provisions of 
law that declare, that a person shall or 
shall not do certain things, but the doing 
or omitting to do these things in obe- 
dience to the law works, no forfeiture 
of the life of the person. Im fact the 
life of a person can be taken for no 
cause except such as is declareda cause 
of the forfeiture of life, so with a 
corporation. Its life can be taken for 
no violation of law, except it be one 
which the luw declares shall terminate 
its life. 

To illustrate the Western & Atlantic 
railroad isa common carrier. The law 
requires it to receive goods from those 
who present them to be _ carried, 
to the extent of its capacity, and 
to carry and deliver them’ safely 
to the consignee, _ if it fails 
to do this without legal excuse, it vio- 
lates the express law of the land, but no 
lawyer ever said fora moment that that 
would work a forfeiture af 1ts charter. 
The party injured by its failure to obey 
the law of the land hus his right of action 
in the courts, where the relative rights 
of the partics can be litigated and deter- 
mined. Again, the law in reference to 
railroads as common carriers, declares, 
in effect, that they shall not in any case, 
by negligence, take the life of any per- 
son; but if an agent of therailroad, by 
the grossest negligence, take the life of a 
man, no one pretends that this forfeits 
the charter of tLe company. It simply 
giyes the widow, or, if there be no wid- 
ow, the children a right of action against 
the company for damages. Aad so with 
oumerous othe: instances that might be 
named. 

Take the 11th section of the lease act, 
which declares that local freighig sbali 
not average higher than those charged 
by the Georgia, the Central, and the 

acon & Western railroads. If we de- 
mand a higher average, no one is bound 
to pay it, and we could not recover it in 
the courts, because the law says we shall 
not receive it. Andif aparty paid it 
without a knowledge of his rights, he 
might, 1 suppose, recover it back from 
us in anaction. ButI presume no law- 
yer wili contend that this would forfeit 
oer charter, if we were an ordinary 
railroad company and not lessees. It 
would simply subject to us to an action 
for damages by the party injured. Ino 
Other words, there are certain duties 
that we owe to the state, as to pay the 
$25,000 per month. And then there are 
certa’n duties we owe tothe public as 
individuals for a violationof our obliga- 
tion tothe state to pay the rental, within 
the time specified, we forfeit the charter. 
For a violation of any tof any indi- 
vidual, we subject ourselves to an action 
and are bound to respond ia court, to 
whatever damage may be found against 
us, 

ReEPORTER—Do you think the present 
legislature will understand these distinc- 
tions? 

Gov. Brown—There are a number of 
able lawyers ip the legislature, who are 
very familiar with these principles, and I 
apprehend they will have no difficulty 
whatever in unde them. 

REePoRTER—Suppose legislature 
were to pass an act, declaring the char- 
ter forfeited, what would do? 

Gov. Brown—The legi bas no 
right to pass any such act, and it will be 
guilty of no such folly. If we were an 
ordinary railroad company, and were 
guilty of any violation of law, which 
could work a violation of our charter, it 
would bz a question for the courts and 
not the legisiature. And if the nae 
ture were guilty of the folly 
of passing an act declarting our 
charter and lease forfeited, there wo uld 
be no difficulty —_ the courts, state
